lirst to tho hi;,'hor (dlicors pr^-sent, and 
tlion to tho niiuwi- .jdicials, which lias a 
vury significant mcauiu;,'. Tninslalod 
from the ItuBsiaii, il is a.s lollnwa: 

"Tliirty years lu- uioro a;^ci ihc lUack 
Sea fleet, wliilo I'liiniug a gUu'ioua victoiy, 
aacriiiced itself for tho f,oi)d of ilussla, 
and traiisfi^rred its spirit to tho mouutiiins 
and hills of Sobiistopol. To-day the ilcul 
liaa arisen iinew, t.. tlic 'J"lic;lit of ;i Ioiil;- 
sufl'cring f;\thcrlaiid. My will and I li. night 
arc directud Imvards the peaceful devol- 
opuiuilt of thi,' natioii.'il welfare, bul it ia a 
circumataiicc very reunite and dillieiilL of 
uccoiupiiahineut. .Should ciicuinst.'uices 
compel niojto take up arms for the do- 
fence and dignity of tlio state, you 
will stand hy iiie in uphoidiiii; that dig- 
nity with the same ilevntiiai and liniiuess 
that your [ir deccss'jrs displayed in re- 
•spiuisu lo the cill of niy L;raiidfatlier, and 
which aU'Uek tlioir coiileiiipiuarie.'i with 
astonishiMcnt wherever thoy wilnea.sed 
their brilliant deeds, I cunlido lo you 
tho safety, honor and tranquility of Kua- 
sia. (Signed) "Alexander." 

There can be ijo luiatakiug the import 
of tliis manifesto in tho delicatu state of 
ea.slerii pulitica. It ia a clear warning to 
Europe, and especially to Prince Ferdi- 
nand of Bulgiiria and Xinj^ Milan of 
Servia. There is now rather an uneuay 
feeliug in Odessa and Sobastopol in con- 
sequence of tho largo uonimiBsariat and 
other preparations. "Do not bo surprised" 
said a well-iiiforined diplomat to day, " if 
one of these days

ucro.ss from Sobastopol or the Caucasus to 
Varna mid Burgas iu tho iiuineroiLs boats 
of tho Rua.iian Stoaui Navigation Co., ;ind 
who will stop her / .She might not fool 
jiiatitied in waiting, as some ex))rcaa hor 
strong enough at present for the formid- 
able undertaking,*' It was foreseen in 
.St. Petersburg that the Emperor's visit 
to tlio Crimot would bo no ordinary event, 
as every kind of preparation was being 
liiado to give it a special iiitercal, and 
according to some people, to make a poli- 
tical demonstration of the occasion. In 
all probability tho note was struck by the 
ini])erial order of tho day and has already 
boon taken up by the Moscow town au- 
thorities. It will be followed by the 
iiuiiicipalities of liusaia and otiier bodies 
ill over 'the empire, uiilcaa neceaaary 
-•liock ia given ill time l<> stop their war- 
ike ardor. All this goes like machinery 
in Russia. As soon as a hint is uttered 
from the throne there is an unlimited 
number of local addresses ready to bo 
sent to St. PetefBbiirg. At such tiinea 
tbere aeom to be ai> iae.'tliaiiatible supply 
f eliiqueiico a . activity pent up in what 
an easily be called "The great dumb 
people," only waiting fi>r an opportunity 
of this kind to find vent. The effect iu 
Berlin of 'the reports from Sebastopol re- 
specting the strength of 

kussia's black sea fleet, 
fs indicated by the official announcement 

that tho coming ae.4Hinii of tlie diet will bo 
isked to vote a sum of .^50,0t)0,UtXJ lor tho 
building of uino or ten now ironclads, and 
a dozen ironclad gunboaia. To allay the 
fears that such an iimouncomont would 
have on the public, the statoment is made 
that the project aims not at tho immediate 
future, but at a period only a few years 
distant, when the great ship canal be- 
tween the Baltic and tho Lo.ver Elbe shall 
have been completed. This work will 
luako it po.ssible for Cioriiiany to coiicon- 
trato her whole fleet at any point either 
in tho North Sea or in the Baltic. It is 
learned that orders have already been is- 
sued for the rapid construction of this 
largo iron fleet without waiting for parlia- 
ment to vote the amount required, which 
it will undoubtedly do with vory little 
o.-iticiam. 

In spite of the ))uaitive statoment of the 
arrival of the Empress Frodoriok in Lon- 
don, ib may not occur precisely at the ex- 
pected time. There are yet nearly two 
weeks before Queen Victoria will arrive 
at AVindsor. Here the l';iii])re.ss will l)o 
received, and sijccial preparatioiia are be- 
ing made, which will of course observe 
tlio conditions of deep mourning. All tlie

— At 5 a.m. to- 
day, between Lacy and Derry stations, 
50 miles from here, a robber entered the 
express car of the North- Western Rail- 
wr^y train, arriving bore at 7 p.m., and 
compelled tho baggage-master, ILarry 
McElroy, at the muzzle of a pistol to hold 
up his hands. Tlie robber then quickly 
throw a s.ick over bis head. Charles 
Louroy, the express messenger, who was 
checking freight in the express end of the 
car, was compelled at a pistol's mouth to 
open tho safe. Sacks were then thrown 
over his head, and tlio robber, after rilling 
tho safe of its coiiteni;s, stopped the train 
by pulling tho bell rope, and departed. 
The conductor upon going forward to in- 
investigato, found tho car near the ex- 
press oar lucked. On reaching the ex- 
press car he found McElroy and Louroy 
standing in tho s.acks, still holding up 
their hands.

The 
great body iif the church is owned by 
well-tii-du pet>ple, who have had its area 
bo.xed oli' fur their private and particular 
use and occupation. The stranger does 
not feel like intruding upou.what belongs 
to another^and the poor, ahabbily-dressed 
person sees] that tbe'Coniirast betweeti his 
clothes and those of the ,WdU-Clad owners 
of the pews is too great for either of them 
to feel at their ease near one anotlier. It 
is true thtit in most churches there are a 
few .seals wliicli are calleil free, but t<i oc- 
cupy lliem wiMild be to proclaim their pov- 
erty, and th;it tiie^' :h> not choose to do. 
No ono likes to see himself or herself de- 
claiod to the whole world to bo a pau- 
per. This may be pride, but it is a na- 
tural kind of. pride, and, besides, people 
who are rich'aud ! comfortable must not 
claim for thenvselros a monopoly of pride 
as well asipf aimoat everything else. The 
consequence is that' the pioor for the most 
part do not attend church. That sign of 
the Divine mi.ssion of Christianity, "To 
the pdiir the ( inspel is i>ieached" is not at 
all ciiii.spiciiouH in tiie Protustant churches 
of this cDiitinoiit. The non-churchgoers 
iiri' liucniiilMg iiiiu'e and more nu- 
eroiis . Clirisliaiiify, among Prci- 
■ tostant.s paiLiciil;irly, apoi-in'.-i ti< 'n. 
beccjoiing the religion of the well-lo- 
d ), the respectable classes. Canon Mock- 
ridge, of Toronto, in a sennon which he 
preached on the subject of free churches 
a few Sunday ago, said: "Brethren, 
what partioulikr^se: it for me tu pay 
hoiise to house visitations ? I visit now 
from '100 to .^00 fainilios, and of these 
only a very small proportion come to 
chui'cli. I can't got them to cwiiio, and 
really I don't wonder that they stay 
away. 'I'hey toll iite j'ou only want peo- 
ple wild ate able to jiay jjow rent, and I 
can't allurd it.' I tell them 'Come, there 
are seals wh<'re ynu can sit that are not 
renle<l.' Tliey say : ' 1 don't care to be 
ticketed a free seat nmn.' " And Toronto 
is not the only^city iu which the non-at- 
tendance at the churches is exciting the 
anxiety and solicitude of good people. In 
Montreal the siibjoct has been earnestly 
discii.s.siHl and enquired into; But the 
agitation there and elaewhoro, wo venture 
to say, will have but little etl'ectas long as 
the seats in the churches are personal 
j)fiij)erty. It is said that the dilhculty in 
nj.dting tlio seals in churches free is a 
tiiiancial ono. It would bo impossible, 
many think, to r/iiae money enough fur 
church purposes if the seats were free. 
Wlieu contributions are given voluntarily 
and not as a payment for space in the 
churches, the collections are small. 
This may bo true in many congroga- 
titms, but in snino places the 
Iron seat Hystein has boon tried and has 
succeded. Those who aio willing to sup- 
port a church which will bo in a jrasition 
to do I he greatest possiblo aniouni; of good 
to the greatf it ii ■ ibor can, if tlioy ,iro so 
minded, at ineially for the good of 
tlio wlmlo denomination as tlioy do for 
their own ))iirtictdar comfort and con- 
vunieiiuo. There is really nothing to pre- 
vent the seats la churches being fr^eo ex- 
pijpt iho will of the ohuroh-goBrs. The 



real cause of tho oiigin and continuance 
of tho pi'w system is, wo very greatly 
fear, the foaling of chiss distinction that 
permeates every Anglo-Saxon community. 
The truth is that we are, as a people too 
arisrtooratic to have our churches free. We 
carry our social distinctions to church with 
us. They are in reality potty and trivial, 
and should, if we are as much in earnest as 
wo pretend to bo, bo forgotten or disre- 
garded in tho i>.'esoiico of Deity. But 
small, and oven itisignilicant and con- 
tomptiblo as they are, when viewed in 
tho propel light, thoy mean a very great, 
deal to tho most of us. Wo cannot get 
rill of our exclusiveneas and our self-ini- 
portjince when we want to, or when we 
see that it is our duty ito ■ throw them 
aside. As a very wise ' tnan and a keen 
observer said, .we are a nation of snobs 
and we cannot for the life of us get clear 
of our snobbery. We .say that we are all 
ucpial in tho sight of the Lord and we bo- 
lim-o It too, in a way. P.ut this convic- 
tion has nut a strong eiimiL'b hold of us to 
iiidiico tis to make our chiiiolies places in 
which all are e(pial, iilacea in which tl'.ere 
are no rich and no poor, no high 
and no low. It may be, perhaps, too 
much to o.xpect people to got rid of habits 
and ways of thinking that have become a 
aoonnd nature to them for oven one day in 
the week, and to meet in ono building for 
a few fours <m a footing of perfect ecpml- 
ity. But until thoy do we very much fear 
tliat tho evil of non-attendanco at church 
will go on increasing and our churches like 
our theatres aiiil big hotels will lieconie 
places into which men and womon with 
empty purses and poor clothes will not 
think of entering. 



WHITE SALMON. 



We learn tiiat two ortlure British Col- 
umbia camuus liavu trud tbi- experiment 
of putting uj) wliite salmon. The venture 
is it riskj' ono for there is a wido-sinoad 
prejudice against salmon whose flesh is 
white. Those who know most abipiut sal- 
mon say that there are no grounds what- 
ever for this prejudice. Tho white salmon 
is as healthy a tish as tlie one whose desh 
happens to be pink. It is us fat and as 
well flavored, in fact, as good a fish in 
every respect. Tho cause of tho diU'etence 
is not very well known. Tlio lisli are of 
the same s[iec'ie.s. There i.s no gieater 
(liHerence between them, iialufalista tell 
nn, tiian there i.s between a dai k-skiinied 
man and a fiiir-oomple.^ioned in.in. They 
ai e, as far as species goes, absolutely iden- 
tical The two kmds come up the rivers 
together at the same time, tli^ir hitbitsare 
alike. Nature makes no other difference 
between them. It is supposed that the 
difference is caused by the waters they fi e- 
iiuont and the fotid they eat. It is 
thought that the white-fleshed salmon do 
nut go so far out to sea as its pink-lle.shed 
brother — that it remains m the 
bays and land-locked -seas where 
the water is not so salt and where 
the food is dill'erent. ISul this is all a 
m:itter of coiijuct are. For all practical 
purposes tho wlnte-floslied and the piiik- 
ileshed salmon are identical; and they 
may, for all that is known to the contrary, 
frequent the same waters and live upcui 
the same food. Tho prejudice we have al- 
I uded to has caused a difierenco in the de- 
mand for them, and a consequent difl'er- 
onoo iu the price, but the person who buys 
a can of ivhite-fleshed salmon gets as mueii 
nourishment and as great a dainty as he 
who buys u can of pink-llushed .salmon. 
In a word he guts as good an article for 
less money. Itotli being as well-packed, 
tlieie is not the siighle.it diit'erence be- 
twi.'cii tliLin. We tru.st that the linns 
who have intt this e.'icellent food lisli on 
tho market in the face of the strung and 
gouoral prejudice (outside of British Co- 
lumbia) against it. will receive the reward 
tliat their enterprise deserves. They are 
really doing the public a valuable service 
ivhen they save fn)in being wasted a very 
considerable [lart of the year's catch of 
.salmon. 



SOCIALISTIC AGITATORS. 

We see by the Melbourne Jaumul of 
Oommcree that the coal miners, whose 
:ttrike has caused 80 great a disliirbance 
over a w-is, wide circle, had in view not 
.so much the improvement of their own 
..'onditi(jn a.s the ;icCom))lis!iment of a ,so- 
.;ial revolution in all [larts of the civilized 
.vorM. A' 'lie liegiiiidiig (if tin; strike 
lun' iisiied an appcil I'oi' aid. 'i'o ihi.s 
ippe.'il t hey gave I In- high .simndiijg title 
■in.iiiifesto." They tell the world, "\Vi' 
u e .simply defending one of the highest 
princij)los for which workmen can con- 
tend — a i^rinciple worthy tho unlimited 
support of ourselves and the general body 
of tvorkera and whicli is summed up in 
tho words, "The unequal distribution of 
wealth." (If course, tho minors did not 
mean what the ignoramus who drew up 
their "manifesro" made them say. Their 
object was not certainly lo defend the 
iniecpial diHtrilititii/ii of wealtli. Qtute the 
iitrary. They al ruck work in order to 
take money out uf otliet people's pockets 
id to put it into their own. They 
iusidered tl.al wealth in the coal 
industry and every other industry is un- 
(jually distributed, and., th^ir object was 
to divide it mure equally by getting i 
greater share tlienrselves. ' Thei^e are a 
reat many in this world who want to dis- 
tribute wealth in this way besides the 
coal-niineis of Australia. Those miners 
were, in the receipt of very good wages, 
when, having listened to the mischievous 
idvice of agitators, who prated to them 
ibout cajiital antl labor, they struck vvork. 

■ the eleven days previoii.s to the strike 
tho men of tho Burwood mine earned an 
average of Us. 6d. adaj', or $!2.76, sup- 
posing they worked full time. The aver- 
age of the Newcastle Company for tho 
some time was 12s. .Id., or §2.90. Nav- 
vies wore working in thu same placu for.S" 
and S2.50 a day. Tho agitators per- 
suaded tho mon who wore receiving such 
wages that thoy woro ill-used, and por- 
auadod thom in crdor to "defend tho uii- 
oqiial distribution of wealth " to coaso 
earning anything at all for a time. 
It would apiiear that the employ- 
ers were then paying <iuite - as high 
wages as they could afford, for rather 
than accede to tho domnndB of the men 
Ihey closed the m;;iua, iialiougli soiiio 
forty shipv were waiting for car.yoea and 



many orders were unfilled. The result of 
tho advice of tho agitators was ruinous to 
many of the minors theutsehes and tlie 
cause of loss of work to men employed iu 
other industries. Tho manufacturers in 
Australia being disappointed in their sup- 
ply of coal and boing obliged to pay 
oiiurmous prices of what they did use, 
had to limit their operations, which meant 
oniploying as few hands as possible, and 
the !_*3 and autlering thus caused woro 
both greater and wider in their e.vtent 
than can bo readily imagined. The agi- 
tators who preauhed.ao^ialisMo rubbish to 
the men had the satisfaction of seeing 
them and their . families sufiering in the 
first place, and of having' caused numbers 
of factory operators, sailors, and others 
to lose work and wages for an indo- 
finili,e period. Tlioir advice did good to 
nobne and liarm to very many. This ia, 
in nine cases out of ten, the result that 
follows acting upon the advice of shallow 
and igiioiant ldatlierskit.es who undertake 
to reform the world when they do not pns- 
soas brains enough to run a iioaiiut stand 
successfully. Tho trash that we see in 
low class newspapers about the "unequal 
distribution of wealth" like the hifalutin 
talked by the Australian agitators in 
ninety-nine cases out of a hundred, injures 
a groat many in tho communitj' and bon- 
elits very few indeed. The Australian 
strike ia a failure and the agitators are re- 
sponsible for the sufiering it has caused.

Ex-Governor F, A. Tritle, of Arizona, 
Ti'ho ofticially ruled that territory during 
some of the Indian outbreaks, was nt tho 
Gilsey house sonio time ago, \vhoro ho 
talked about tho Indian problem. 

"Wliatdo you think ot tlio present ays 
tem of keeping tlio Indians?" he was 
asked. 

"Tho system of keeping together amass 
of people not at all homogeneous is bud 
and should bo remedied as soon as possible 
A large number of Indians not of the sumc 
band are placed on one resecvatiou und 
expected to live in peace. The idea of 
any kind of peace prevailing among six or 
a dozen diircrent tribes of Indians is 
simply prcposterons. They are placed on 
iTservation.s near where they have been 
reared and consequently are familiar with 
tlio topograpliy of the country. When 
they wish to go on the war path th6y un- 
derstand how to elude pnrshit.

Tho Apncha is known by 
bis locality, the name of some river or 
place, a.s tho lliincliiclia tribe of the 
Apaolio. Tliero uro a great many kinds 
ot them, and tlioy rovu about tliose arid 
regions with a knowledge of the country 
born of u long residence. Tliey nru alto- 
gether diltw-eut from tho plains Indians, 
and know notiiing about riding or biifl'alo 
hunting. Tlioy get great lung power, 
living on an elevation of fTOin 2,000 to 
7,000 feet above the s!n. They are swift 
of foot, hardy and VaLliful, and can go a 
greater distance in a dr.y than a horse- 
man. They travel ovor the niountalnH 
with great rapidity and never lose their 
way. Geroniino never conld have e.scapeil 
the United States troops so often but for 
his superior knowledge of tho country. If 
ho had been scut v.'ith hi.s tribH years uuo 
to some distant country ot which he knew 
nothing ho could not have eluded pursuit 
long." — New York Mail and Express.

of yellow; tho feathers of tho head form a 
crest that almost rises to the dignity of a 
tiutsel. 

Whilst the bul-bul is a, companionable 
llttlo fellow and possessed ot a cheery 
voice, his warble in no respect.s resembles 
tho cliarmliig singing of tho iiigbtiugale, 
and why he should bo mentioned in con- 
nection with the sweet midnight songster 
of the English woodlands is something of 
ft mystery. His song is a lucro "clickcty 
click" repeated rapidly several times. His 
jxipularity comes chiefly from his bold- 
ness and his companionable associatious 
with munkiud. The bid-bul is us much 
of tt favorite in the Herat vuUey aa is 
robin red breast in rural England, or the 
bobolink in America.— Thomas Stevens in 
Outing.

The engineer was aboard 
again in a few minutes, and with his bare 
hands jnilled tho lire from the furnace, 
which saved tho boiler from beuig de- 
stroyed.

PARTED IN A CALK. 

in Alexaiidrr I'atts With Her Tow, the Tarn 
O'tihanter, olf tlie Uiipe— The Steel Haw- 
ser Snaps ill Two-A RoukU Experlence- 
The Ship Passed on Her way Making: ^all. 

The tug Alexander, on Friday e\ eiiiiig, 
passed down to sea with the ship Tam 
O'Sliaiiter, bound from Nanaimo to .San 
Francisco with co.d. It was blowing 
iierce S. W. gale while going down tho 
straits, with a very lie.avy sea running 
rendering progress slow. Neali Bay was 
passed at 10 o'chick, and at midnight the 
tug and tow were off Cape Flattery, whore 
the sea iivn mountains high, and a wild 
gale was blowing. From 12 until L' 
o'clock the tug (Uily made about three 
miles. At 2:liU a he.avy s.piall sprang ii|), 
the at mosjihere beeoiiiiiig as black as ink, 
I'Tatt.'iy light was olis.nire.l, ;ind there 
was nothing but a l)la.;k w.all 
in front. The only light that could be dis 
tinguishcd was from the phosiihorescent 
Hashes as the waves broke over the bow, 
while the long hawser w.is a line of tire 
reaching from the tug to file vessel. The 
tug bidiaved well in the sipiall, but owing 
to the strength of the wind couhl not 
make steerage, and lay at an angle in I hi' 
trough of the sea, and with her tow drifted 
with the ebb tide towards Cape Flattery. 
The helm was hard a-starboard. The 
sipiall sjient itself in half an iioiir, and 
the wind shifted to the N,W. and the 
tug secured stiierageway and headed for 
sea. .\t Ii:;i0, while Capt. Hreiidrot 
was on the bridge, the Alexander shipped 
a heavy sea forward, which buried the 
bow completely in the water. This irici- 
dent drew his attention to the fact 
that the tug was making <juick 
lime anil he eauie to the conclusion that 
the hawser had parted or the lino had 
been cast, from the ship. On going aft 
the hawser was found to be slack, and all 
hands wore called to haul it hi. When 
the end had been reached it was seen that 
the liO'ivy steel hawser had been siia|(ped 
in two as though the strands had been of 
straw. It l;ad parted leaving about ten 
fathoms of tin- 'S) with the ship. The tug 
was then turned u|) the St raits and against 
tho wind. In a tew minutes the Tam 
O'Slianter was passetl about two hundred 
yards distant. All hands were making 
sail as fast as jiossible, having three top- 
sails and all fore and aft sails. At this 
time Tatoosli light was hearing S.E, by 
E., distant seven or eight miles. T'lie 
.Vlexander jiassed Cape ITattery at iMO a. 
111. and arrived in the harbor about noon. 
Capt. Hendrot says with one exception 
last spring in a snow squall, it was tho 
fiercest weather he has experienced at tlii.> 
Cape.
